The reports of the summary shooting of 
American citizens by the Mexican regular 
forces furnish the first really serious 
phase of the situation, so far as this Gov- 
ernment is concerned.

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EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY. 

It is nothing less than a public mis- 
fortune that the Court of Appeals is 
forced to declare by a unanimous decis- 
fon that the Employers’ Liability act of: 
last session is contrary to the Constitu- 

” tion of the United States and to that of 
* the State of New York. The coutt ex- 

presses regret: at this necessity. It 

speaks in terms of unqualified approval 
of the aim of the law and of the ability 
and devotion of the Wainwright Com- 
mission in studying the ground for it 
and in endeavoring to frame & sound 
and practical measure. But, with 
whatever reluctance, the Judges unite 
in saying the ‘act: does not provide 
that “due process of law” without 
which, under the Fourteenth Aménd- 
ment of the Constitution of the United 

States, and under the siath section of 

the First Article of, the State Constitu- 

tion, “no one shall be deprived of life, 
liberty, o? property.” 

The essence of the act is in the pro* 
vision that-certain occupations are de- 
claréd inherently dangerous, and. that 
any employé in these occupations may 
recover from his employer damages for 
Anjuries sustained In oné of these occu- 
pations. The theory of the act is that 
employers thus liable for damages can 
insure themselves against them, and 
can distribute the cost of such insur- 
ance in added prices for the goods or 
services which they sell to the public, 
the general public in this way being 
made.to provide compensation for what. 
are regarded and declared by the act to 
be inevitable risks. But the court holds 
that it is not. competent “to impose 
upon an employer who has omitted no 
legal duty and has dominitted no wrong 
a liability based solely upon a legisla- 
tive flat that his business is inherently 
dangerous,” .The possibility that he 
might recover the damages thus paid 
by means of insurance, and that he 
might recoup himself for the cost of in- 
surance by. an added charge to his cus- 
tomers, fs @ secondary and remote con- 
sideration that the court thinks cannot 
be taken into account in deciding 
whether he has been deprived of his 
property or property rights by “due 
process of law.” . ; 

There does not seem any escape from 
this reasoning... The wonder is natural 
that it did not. oceur to the able men 
who drew the law, and who gave to thé 
matter such close and careful attention. 
It is probable that the case will be car- 
ried to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, since thé decision>is expressly 
based ona provision of the Federal 
Constitution, even though the language 
of the State Constitution is fdentical, 
and in ite course through the Federal 
courts some new light may be thrown 
on the subject. But for all practical 
purposes the measure must be regarded 
as now Void, and the next step is to de- 
vise another not open to the same ob- 
jection. That means, of course, to de- 

“vise @ “due process of law” by which 
damages can be collected in accident 
cases.

“EXECUTIVE” AND “ ADVISORY.” 

My message on the matters of high- 
ways recommended that the executive 
work of the highways should be placed 
oh the Superintendent of Highways, 
and that the Commission should be ad- 
visory in character.—Gov.

| The mere statement that it is pro- 
posed to bring the various classes of 
local financial irstitutions into the 
Clearing House ought to carry with it 
&@ ebnse of shock and surprise to those 
miliar with the fact that one-half 

of the bank depasits of the city are in 
classes of institutions outside the Clear- 
ing House. The deposits of the Na- 
tional banks, which are characteris- 
tically Clearing House institutions, are 
$1,481,848,000. The deposits in other 
institutions, State banks ($408,105,000) 
and trust companies, amount to $1,118,- 
217,000. All these institutions are equal 
before the lew, and-all comply with the 
various laws regulating theff rights and 
duties, but it Is unavoidable that the 

higher prestige should attach to the 
National banks. The other institutions 

are more local in their relations, and 

are less intimately connected with the 

larger business life. The larger total 

of their aggregated deposits and some 

other items does riot affect this at all, 

because ft is a quality inherent in the 
nature of theif respective business ac- 

tivities. The result is that the institu- 
tions of the larger prestige control the 

Clearing House, and assume to control

Ex-President RoossvertT was un- 
commonly frank in. his address at the 
Charter.

He openly, and even 
boastfully, admitted that the despoil- 
ing of Colombia of her most precious 
province, Panama, was his own per- 
sonal act. We quote Mr) Roosrvent’s 
language: 

I am interésted in the Panama Canal 
because I started it. If I had followed 
traditional, conservative methods I 
would have submitted a dignified State 
paper of probably 200 pages to Con- 
gress and the debates on it would have 
been going on yet; but I took the Canal 
Zone and let .Congress debate; and 
while the debate goes on the canal 
does also. c 

\ Quite so. “TI took the Canal Zone.” 
This is the opinion expressed by THE 
Times when the deed was pérpetrated, 
that Mr. _Roosrvuit’ took the Canal 
Zone. He speaks almiost as though it 
were an act of condéscension on his 
part to submit the matter to Congress 
atall. But he did “let Congress de- 
bate.”.. This is the doctrine of the one 
man power, the man- on) horseback. 
Poux began thé Mexican war, and he 
has been unsparingly denounced for it. 
But he made haste to let Congress as- 
sume the responsibility. We do not re- 
member that he ever spoke of that 
transaction in quite the terms used by 
Mr. RoosEvgeit about the Canal Zone. 
Doubtless Mr. Roosmve.t’s act hast- 
ened the beginning of work on the 
canal.

be dull and uninteresting. 

While these opinions prevail the courts 
can hardly te expected to sustain laws 
burdening the signboard advertisers with 
prohibitive or even heavy taxes.
